& 7 Eſterday Morning His Majeſty received the News of the entire 
; ÞL defeat of the Rebels; of which we have the following account, 


Somerton to Weſton, within three Miles of Bridewater, He 
Quartered his Horſe and Dragoons in the ſaid Village, and 
Encamped his Foot in an advantageous Poſt near it, fronting 
towards a Moor, ( being a ſpacious Plain, ) and having a Ditch be- 
fore chem. In the Evening he had notice that the Rebels were draw- . 
ing out of the Town, which made him keep his Troops in a readi- 
neſs, and ſend out frequent parties to obſerve them. The Rebels fo 
ordered their March, and with fo great ſilence, that they found a 
quiet paſſage into the ſaid Moor; and there towards Morning form- 
ed their Foot in Battle, to the number of between 5 and: 6000. the 
lace Duke of Monmouth being at the head of them, and marched 
nearto our Camp - My Lord Feverſham having notice of it, imme- 
diatly put His Mijeſties Forees, being about 2000 Foot, and 700. 
H »rſe, Granadicrs and Dragoons, into a poſture to receive them. The 
Rebels began with a great Volley of Shot andShouts, which was return- 
_ ed by Oursin the ſame manner. In the mean time the Rebels were 
bringing their Horſe to ſecond their Foot,but were hindred by a Party 
of Horſe Commanded by Colonel Oglethorpe, who engaged them till 
my Lori of Oxford's Regiment and the Detachements of the Guards 
came in to form. the Line: The Reſiſtance -of the Rebels Horſe, 
which were between 1000 and 1200” Commanded by the late Lord 
Gray, was very inconliderable, being never drawn up in a Body, 
but giving way before all that charged them, and ſoon after quitting 
the Field. All this while the Foot ſtood very firm on both fides, 
and exchanged preat Volleys, the Ditch beforementioned hindrin 
them from cloſing 5; But our Cannon coming up, and our Horle 
breaking in upon them, they were at laſt entirely routed, and three 
picces of Cannon, all they had there, taken 3 About 2000 of them 
were killed, and many taken Priſoners: The-moſt remarkable. a- 
mong thefe are Colonel Holwms, and Perrot his Major, the Conſta- 
blapf Crookhorn , and Wiliams Servant to the late Duke of Mon- 
month. who had about him 200 Guineas, all the Monys he fays the 
faid late Duke had leftz the Coat which he uſually wore was

His Lordſhip left theſe men in the Town, 
under the Command of Colonel Kirk; and hearing that the late 
Duke of Moxmouth was fl:d with about 50 Horſe, the greateſt nume 
ber of the Rebcls that were left together ; he ſent out ſeveral Parties
